The fart that Stephen Simkhnvitch, Hollywood film writer, had 
signed a contract agreeing to become a human guinea pig In a 
freezing e\|>eriment to kill certain forms of bacilli failed to arouse 
the interest of officials of the Santa Ana Society for Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals. 

When told that the 34-year-old writer had agreed to he the 
first human experiment of Dr. Ralph S. Willard, young research 
chemist who has performed his experiment by reviving monkeys 
that had been frozen, the attitude of society officials was “So 
What ?” 

Charles D. Oca in, president of the Santa Ana organization was 
very definite on the subject. “Our society,” he said, “is absolutely 
opposed to the use of monkeys or other animals in such experi¬ 
ments. However, if any human wants to be frozen or submit him¬ 
self to any other experiment, that is his business and the society 
will never say a word against it. It is his body and his business. 

“Our society is interested only In animals. They have no voice 
with which to protest their use in experiments. A human has a 
voice and intelligence. If he fails to use them that is his business— 
not ours."

CHICAGO. Aug. 10. OP)—Sur¬ 
geons today removed a goiter 
from Madame Amelita Galli-Curci, 
famous diva, while she sang to 
permit them to study how the 
operation might affect her voice.

FEAR FAILURE WHAT'S LEFT IN CONGRESS

DANGEROUS 


PARIS Aug. 10. OP -Premier 
Pierre Laval gave warning today 
that a dictatorship of France was 
not unlikely if present measures 
fail in the enforcement of his re¬ 
covery decrees, which have al¬ 
ready caused disorder and blood¬ 
shed. 

The warning, veiled but unmis¬ 
takable, was contained in his in¬ 
sistent demands that his unpopu¬ 
lar decrees be accepted. 

Regime at Stake 

The fate of the regime and the 
life of the country are at stake, 
he told a gathering of all but one 
of France's 86 prefects. Lacking 
dictatorial powers himself, the 
premier made the provincial gov¬ 
ernors share the responsibility of 
preventing the "dramatic situa- , 
tion.”

Harrison said the Inheritance 
levies, which bore the brunt of 
opposition from organized business 
and others, presented the "most 
delicate question" for the commit¬ 
tee to solve. 

"A majority felt,” he said, 
“when we increased the rates 
up to 70 per cent in estate taxes 
it was a better and simpler way 
to handle it.” 

He said present gift taxes paid 
by doners, which are around 
three-fourths of the estate levies, 
would be increased to conform to 
the higher estate levies approved. 

The committee rejected 7 to 6 
a Harrison proposal for a wider 
range of corporation income taxes 
and approved the house rates of 
13 U to 14 ‘i per cent on incomes 
under and over $15 000, respective¬ 
ly. Harrison proposed 12'? to 
15 1 , per cent, while the president 
suggested 10*4 to 16 * 4 . 

‘Mere Face-Saver’ 

The house, after hearing busi¬ 
ness and other spokesmen assail 
this as an unjust penalty on in¬ 
vestors in large corporations as 
against investors in small ones, 
substituted a schedule calling for 
13 U per cent on net income under 
$15,000, and 14 H on income over 
that amount. This was described 
by democratic legislators at the 
time as a mere "face saver" for 
the administration. 

Last night, reports said, Chair¬ 
man Harrison (D-Miss.) of the 
senate finance committee proposed 
that the president’s plan be sub¬ 
stituted for the house schedule. 
This was rejected by the commit¬ 
tee, it was said, and the house 
rates approved. 

Revamp House Bill 

The committee, meeting behind 
closed doors, is revamping the 
house bill, which calls also for in¬ 
creased surtaxes on individual net 
incomes of $50,000 or more, new 
inheritance taxes, new gift taxes, 
and excess profits taxes ranging 
from 5 to 20 per cent on corpora¬ 
tion profits. 

The senate committee, speeding 
its consideration in an announced 
attempt to get the bill to the sen¬ 
ate floor next week, also is report¬ 
ed to have rejected the house in¬ 
heritance rates and altered the ex¬ 
cess profits tax.

In 
addition, unrounted prospective 
litters were destroyed.

EXPECT ACTION ON PROGRAM FOR ADDITIONAL DREDGING IN BAY 


APPROVAL OF 
BOARD IS 
SOUGHT 

$127,000 Estimated Cost 
Of Proposed Work in 
Harbor Channels 


Indicating that in all prohahility 
they would approve the proposed 
program for additional dredging 
at Newport Harbor, the hoard of 
supervisors declined to act yester¬ 
day at an adjourned session of 
that group. Action was promised 
at the next regular session of the 
board which is scheduled for Wed¬ 
nesday. The delay was due to 
absence of Supervisor W. C. Je¬ 
rome. 

The extra dredging is proposed 
as an addition to the present har¬ 
bor development program which 
Is nearing completion. It is pro¬ 
posed to deepen the 10-foot chan¬ 
nel off Balboa to 20 feet 
and the cahnnel off New¬ 
port in the north end of the 
bay to 15 feet. Eatimtaed cost of 
the additional work Is $127,000 
and. according to R. L. Patterson. 
Newport Beach city engineer, pay¬ 
ment would be made from the esti¬ 
mated $200,000 surplus that will 
remain In the fund ohtained 
through a federal loan and local 
bond issue after the present har¬ 
bor development is completed. 

Action Is Delayed 

Approval of the additional 
dredging was requested last Tues¬ 
day but action delayed until yes¬ 
terday while Assistant District 
Attorney W. F. Menton investi¬ 
gated legal aspects of the request. 
He reported yesterday that after 
a study of the ordinance calling 
the bond election at the time the 
harbor project was launched he 
was of the opinion that there was 
no legal bar to the proposal. 

He also submitted a resolution 
approving the work for action at 
the next board meeting. The 
ordinance stipulates that if the 
work is done there must be suf¬ 
ficient money in the surplus fund 
to repay $43,000 advanced by the 
county to cover engineering costs 
not provided for in the federal 
grant before the work is started.

HUNTINGTON BEACH. — In¬ 
terest in the town lot oil field 
operations shifted today from the 
Twenty-second street sector to 
Ninth and Ocean avenues, where 
the MrCaslIn well came In pump¬ 
ing oil after a swabbing and 
cleanout job at 4,000 feet.

Sprinter Ordered 
To Defend Status

CLEVELAND, Aug. 10 1/P1-- 
Fleet-footod Jesse Owens, holder 
of several world's field and track 
records, prepared today to "go on 
the carpet" before an amateur 
athletic union board and defend 
hla amateur status. 

“Doggone It, something's always 
wrong," he famed Negro athlete 
from Ohio State university said 
last night when advised that the 
Northeastern Ohio association of 
the A A. U. wants to ask him 
some questions about the $3-a-day 
pay he has been receiving as an 
honorary page of the Ohio house 
of representatives. 

Owens was a regular page while 
the legislature was In session, and 
shortly before It adjourned Owens 
received $159 between June 9 and 
July 31. 

"Why I wouldn't turn profes¬ 
sional,” Owens said last night, and 
added an expression of confidence 
that "everything will turn out all 
all right." 

Dan Ferris, national secretary- 
treasurer of the A. A. U.. said in 
discussing Owens' case informally 
that the athlete’s standing as a 
non-professional would be jeopar¬ 
dized “if Owens did not actually 
work” in the Ohio state legislature 
and "if he was receiving money on 
the basis of his athletic achieve¬ 
ments.” 

Ferris said, however, Owens’ 
status would come first before the 
district A. A. U. organization and 
that the case would reach national 
headquarters only in the event of 
an appeal. 

Later, L. N. Bloom, president of 
the district A. A. U. organization, 
said he would submit the matter 
to his executive committee possi¬ 
bly today or tomorrow. "Of course, 
Owens will be given a chance to 
present his side of the matter?*

That threats of two major oil 
companies to institute a price war 
were responsible for production 
quotas being placed on wells tap¬ 
ping the state-owned tidelands oil 
pool at Huntington Beach, and 
not a desire to conserve the state's 
natural resources, was charged in 
another injunction suit started 
yesterday in superior court. 

This was the fourth action filed 
within the past week seeking to 
restrain the placing of production 
quotas and padlocking of wells. 
It was started by the Petrol Cor¬ 
poration and, as in the other ac¬ 
tions, named Carl B. Sturzen- 
acker, chief of the division of 
state lands; Arlin E. Stockburger. 
state director of finance; Arthur 
H. Alexander, petroleum produc¬ 
tion inspector and 10 John Does 
as defendants. 

Two Wells Involved 

Two wells operated at Hunting- 
ton Beach by the Petrol Corpora¬ 
tion are involved in this latest, ac¬ 
tion. The wells have been oper¬ 
ating since March 1, 1934, under 
a contract with the state permit¬ 
ting withdrawal of oil from the 
state-owned tidelands pool with 
the producers paying a royalty to 
the state. 

The complaint seeking to per¬ 
manently enjoin the state officials 
from enforcing production quotas, 
padlocking wells and trespassing 
on company-owmed property also 
charges that the quotas were not 
fixed by the state officials but 
were dictated by the Central Com¬ 
mittee of California Oil Producers, 
composed of men representing 
companies selling crude oil to a 
major company that is a "bitter 
business competitor” of the inde¬ 
pendent producers. 

Drastic Cuts Ordered 

According to the injunction pe¬ 
tition, on July 15, last, the state 
officials arbitrarily fixed a poten¬ 
tial production basis of 600 barrels 
of crude oil daily on one of the 
company wells and then set the 
daily allowable quota at 210 bar¬ 
rels. August 1, last, the com¬ 
plaint alleges the potential pro¬ 
duction was cut to 550 barrels and ' 
160 barrels fixed as the permitted 
production. 

On the second well potential 
production of 640 barrels daily was 
set. in the July 15 order and al¬ 
lowable production at 222 barrels. 
The August 1 order established the 
potential production at 600 barrels 
daily with production of 166 bar¬ 
rels allowed 

These quotas, according to the 
complaint, were established wdth- j 
out definite information regarding 
the actual production of the wells , 
and were branded as arbitrary and | 
capricious.

At the downtown Los Angeles 
office of the federation, which 
Parsons helped organize 26 years 
ago. more than a million names 
of out-of-staters are registered. 

''Any tourist can come in and 
find the addresses of plenty of 
people from his home town who 
live around here." said Parsons

picnics and all other activities of 
the societies

Many collectors in Southern 
California are availing themselves 
of the opportunity offered by the 
Bowers Museum, and have placed 
their collections in the hands of 
museum officials for display. 

Notable among the collections 
already received at the museum 
is that presented by Mrs. W. T. 
Newland of Huntington Beach. It 
includes a string of perfectly pre¬ 
served shell beads which were 
found clutched in the skeleton 
hand of an Indian baby exhumed 
from an Indian burial ground on 
the Newland ranch. There are 
also numerous bone awls, arrow 
heads, bird points, stone knives, 
stone ax heads, metates and 
pestles. Mrs. Newland also pre¬ 
sented the museum wdth two rare 
specimens of Indian cog stones. 
One of them is perfectly formed, 
with one surface concave. 

Hiram Whisler of El Toro has 
presented the museum with his 
fine collection of guns and several 
rare specimens of Indian handi¬ 
craft. One of the most interesting 
artifacts in his collection is an 
Indian grinding stone. The sur¬ 
face is flat and worn smooth, and 
is supported by three legs which 
hold the grinding surface at a 
slight slant. The legs and the 
grinding surface are all one-piece 
of stone. 

The museum also is in posses¬ 
sion of a collection of firearms, 
bows and swords loanpd by E. W. 
Field of San Pedro. Most, of the 
articles in this particular collec¬ 
tion are foreign to California and 
Orange county.

ramento and Los Angeles. 

Success of the proposed bond 
issue depends upon a majority 
vote. 

Dynamite Kegs 

Reports of patients in mental 
and narcotic hospitals sleeping on 
floors, in attics or scores jammed 
into rooms made for a dozen or 
less occupants, convicts cramped 
into prisons twice too small and 
creating what social leaders railed 
potential "dynamite kegs” led the 
legislature to seek approval of the 
people for a new building pro¬ 
gram. 

Original plans to finance the 
modernization of the slate's 
prison-hospital systems out of 
revenues faded at the recent ses¬ 
sion of the legislature when the 
demand for new taxes to sup¬ 
port other functions of govern¬ 
ment became so pronouneed 
that legislators were unable to 
agree upon additional taxes 
whirh would provide for the 
program. 

If the bond issue is approved, 
state officials think it likely that 
almost as much money additional 
can be obtained from the federal 
government in the form of grants 
on public works, thus doubling the 
size of the improvements planned. 

Two of the Issues 

Besides the building program, 
the special election also will be 
concerned with two other issues 
One of these will be a request for 
authority from the people for state 
short-term borrowing to finance 
the $31,000,000 deficit rolled up in 
the 1933-35 biennium. 

The second will seek the voters’ 
approval of a plan to authorize 
State Director of Finance Arlin 
Stockburger to enter a contract 
with the Rector dam authority to 
obtain water for state institutions 
in the Napa valley. 

New S. C. Prison

Yesterday s "buckskin” weather 
will hasten ripening of Orange 
county's beans and may shorten 
the crop, but if today's breezy 
atmosphere continues, no serious 
damage is expected and a normal 
crop is in prospect. This was the 
reaction of bean men today. 

It is too early to tell whether 
the walnuts were burned by the 
heat, but again unless hot weather 
continues, no real damage is 
looked for. Aphis, however, has 
rome to the front as a problem 
in the last few days and dusting 
is in progress once more. 

No Harm to Oranges 

Aside from hastening the next 
irrigation a few days and accel¬ 
erating the drop caused by tortrix 
worms, the heat had no apprecia¬ 
ble effect on the orange crop. 

Ripening of tomatoes was has- 
i tened by yesterday's warmth, but 
so far no bad effects have been 
reported. 

Bean Harvesting 

Harvesting of blarkeye beans is 
: under way today, and within the 
next week or 10 days cutting of 
| lima beans will begin. Hot spells 
are normal in the bean business 
and if yesterday's heat had not 
j come when it did, the pods would 
j have continued to fill more rapidly 
! according to information from the 
Irvine company. 

Yesterday’s heat was referred 
to as buckskin weather because 
it tends to cause the ends of the 
pods tn cur' up and turn to 
tough skin. 

On irrigated land the effects of 


the heat are felt less than on un« 
irrigated ground, but in both cases 
yesterday's hot spell is expected to 
have its results. 

Fair Prices Due 

With a smaller holdover than 
last year, farmers are looking for 
fair bean prices Five cents is th* 
lbwest price on which they can 
expect to get a return for their 
investment and work. Although 
prices quoted so far have not 
reached that figure, it is antici¬ 
pated that growers will hold out 
for a price on which they can 
make a profit. 

Continuation of heat might ac¬ 
celerate dropping of oranges which 
have already been weakened by 
tortrix worm attacks according to 
Farm Advisor Harold Wahlberg, 
but the normal drop is practically 
ended. Fruit which has not been 
infested with the worm is expected 
to withstand the heat without 
dropping, he said. 

Arthur Confer, managpr of th* 
Santa Ana Walnut Growers as¬ 
sociation, said today that it will b* 
impossible to make a definite esti¬ 
mate of yesterday's heat damag* 
until early next week. Barring 
continued heat, however, he doe* 
not anticipate serious damage.

$5.27. 

As might be expected, the vol¬ 
ume of oranges went up 65 rars 
to a total of 712 sold in the auc¬ 
tions while the lemons volume 
dropped 35 cars to 296. 

Deciduous fruits and melons 
continue in heavy supply with the 
shipments of peaches breaking a 
long-time record. The weather 
has held in most centers although 
the strike in New York has cut 
sales somewhat for citrus. 

Steady on Mediums 
The California Fruit Growers 
exchange, commenting on the pri¬ 
vate as well as the auction sale 
markets, reports os follows: 

"The orange market showed fur¬ 
ther decline on extremely small 
sizes, but remained steady on the 
medium to large sizes during the 
past week. The volume of sales 
will exceed the total sales of last 
week and there is every indica¬ 
tion that the prevailing market 
level will continue next week. 

Grapefruit Improves 
"The lemon market continues 
strong throughout the Middle 
West and South under favorable 
weather conditions. The weather 
along the east coast is somewhat 
cooler, resulting in lower prices. 


Volume of sales and prices are 
quite satisfactory. 

"During the past week the de¬ 
mand for grapefruit has im¬ 
proved slightly and prices have 
ruled steady.”

Under 
the project now in Washington i 
awaiting action the county pro¬ 
poses to build dams at Prado, on 
Brea creek, Fullerton barranca. 
Carbon creek, Santiago creek.

Studies Actual Need 

According to Mr. Thompson the 
engineers went into the actual 
need for the dams, the possible 
damage another flood, similar to , 
the one in 1916, would do to prop¬ 
erty and life. 

Land usage was another phase • 
of the investigation. The requested 
data as to the total value of agri¬ 
cultural land, the proportion plant¬ 
ed to beans, the number of acres 
in citrus fruit, interest paid on the 
agricultural investment and an- 
annual cash return to the county ' 
from agriculture and citrus fruits, 
was also studied. 

The fact that the engineers 
made this exhaustive investigation 
is significant at this time, accord¬ 
ing to persons closely connected 
with the project. They hold that 
this investigation probably means j 
federal financing through the 
board of army engineers is a step 
nearer.

Suicide is always a dreadful 
matter to contemplate. No so 
much the last desperate act itself 
as the evidence of the black 
despair which envelopes the vic¬ 
tim, pushing him to self-destruc¬ 
tion. Such final slipping off of 
the mortal coil is featured daily 
in the headlines. The occurrence 
is so common as to pass almost 
without comment. If interest be 
aroused at all it is with the mor¬ 
bid details of the tragedy. The vio¬ 
lent exit from human troubles 
usually follows the trhastiv medium 
of fire-arms, poison, or leaping 
into space. 

Just why suicide is a criminal 
act, placed in the same general 
category with murder, is difficult 
to analyze.

In our advocacy of the in¬ 
dividual’s right to shape his life 
as he will perhaps it would be well, 
too, to grant him the right of 
terminating it when he chooses, 
and provide legal and respectable 
facilities for so doing. 

Perhaps such a reasoned permis- 
3abie method of self-destruction 
would deter many who now 
make a wild leap into the unfath¬ 
omed abyss. At least, society 
would be spared the gruesome de¬ 
tail s which usually attend the 
suicide's departure. Objection to 
such a measure would spring from 
those who regard even peaceful 
death as the summation of dis¬ 
asters, instead of another phase 
in an even widening and eternal 
experience.
